It fust hive come as a sort of: 
relief when on the fifth day of the 
“Red” occupation of .the town, the 
try was raised that the ‘Nationalist 
troops of Kwangtung were coming. 
The forces now arrayed against the 
Reds were overwhelming, and not 
desiring an encounter of which the | 
issue .could not. have remained 
much in doubt, Paang started ta 
withdraw his men from Namyung. 
He did not overlook his captives, 
and'Father Dalmasso found himself 
forced, with three other prisoners, 
to accompany the “Reds” upon their 
retreat from the city.- 

Attempt to Escape. ° 

The direction taken’ by the ra- 
treating: force would have taken 
them into Kizngsi, but*the distance 
was considerably lengthened by a 
wide detour, They marched night, 
and day, apparently always fearing 
pursuit, ‘and ‘ather “Dalmasso, 
bound as he was, and wasting from. 
poor nourishment, “‘found. « his 
strength giving way. 

One ‘night he had momentarily 
succeeded vin. eluding the men who 
were leading him, and-was. running 
away. from them when he slipped 
over-some stones and fell, injuring 
himself. ‘He was “reeaptured and 
beaten, as punishment for having 
endeavoured to’ escape. This was 
the sole occasion when Father 
Dalmasso could say. he Was ill-- 
treated. Except for the exigencies’ 
of the situation, and also for the 
coarse food ,which he. was allowed 
to share with the men, ‘he was 
otherwis 2 well cared for: 

General Pang continued hig at- 
titude of extreme cordiality towards 
the captive. ‘A pedant in his own. 
way, he “would , engage 
Da:magso in , learnéd, conversatiori 
on a number of intricate subjects, 
and expounded ‘his, Conimunistic 
faith to a degree which revealed if 
not Soviet origin then actual Soviet 
eontact. In -other words, Paang 
did “his best to convert Father 

Dalmasso to Bolshevism, tempting 
him with o high -post in his own 
army and other bright promises if 
he would only wear thelr red arm- 
let. While gently resisting these 
overtures, Father Dalmasso in his 
turn wollld also do his best to con- 
vert Paang to Catholicism. Paang 
and_his' officers at ‘such moments 
would give.a strictly polite ear to 
the Father, the while smiling quiet- 
ly and in a sly, way, 

» And so the days passed. , Father, 
Dalmasso had been two weeks in 
captivity when one day, on June 15, 
he succeeded in persuading: the 
“Reds” to free him.

Minister, 
whose will power. triumphed. over 
his physical infirmities; For ‘the 
past six, years he has been . con- 
Inually: ‘in the hands: of doctors, 
whose ‘repeated counsel: to retire 
and rest he ignored in the convic- 
was indigpensible.: to.restore the. 
country’s shattered «fortunes. 

tresemann.was very busy 
all day long. yesterday dealing with 
the Workmen's Insurance measure, 
in connexion with which a govern: 
ment ‘crisis Seemed ‘ to be \ most 
likelv. 

He suffered from a stroke at 
10.15 last night, probably induced 
by excessive fatigue. His right 
side became paralysed . and ° the 
doctors wrestled with impending 
death all night-long. -» 

Undoubtedly’ Herr Stresemann 
became a victim to duty. He 
contemptuously ‘disregarded numor- 
ous fanatical Nationalist threats 
of personal violence and pursued 
his prodigious Iabour at home and 
abroad, which was_-crowned..*by 
securing the evacuation of, foreign 
troops from German soil. 

Possible Successor..

The most likely successor to Dr. 
Stresemdnn, whose post of, Chan- 
cellor Dr. Mueller hag temporarily 
taken over is the Socialist Herr 
Breitscheid,

twq- dollars. He had his -doubts 
ebout accepting gmoney. the origin 
of which could not be‘ religiously, 
vouched for, but mistaking -ra- 
luctance’ for modesty,’ they forced 
upon him - the acceptance of the 
sum. While two of the men held 
his ‘arms out-stretched to preclude 
the, possibility of a ‘spirited ‘re- 
sistance, a third man ‘inserted the 
moply -into Father | Dalmasso’s 
pocket! 

As told by, Father Dalmasso to 
our representative, the story was 
full of humour and witty narration.
